G. S. R 532 (E).^—-In exercise of powers conferred by Section 48 of the Life Insurance Corporation Act, 1956 (31 of 
1956), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules to further amend the Life Insurance Corporation of India 
Class-Ill and Class-lV Employees (Revision of Terms and Conditions of Service) Rules, 1985 (hereinafter referred to as the 
"said rules") namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement: 


(1) These rules may be called the Life Insurance Corporation of India Class-Ill and Class-1 V Employees 
(Revision of Terms and Conditions of Service) Second Amendment Rules, 1998. 

(2) Save as otherwise provided hereinafter, the ^itovisions of these rules shall be deemed to have come into 
force on the 1st day of July, 1996. 

Provided that where aity Class-UI or Class-IV employee gives a notice in writing to the Corporation within ninety days 
of the publication of these rules in the Official Gazette expressing his option to be governed by the provisions of these rules, 
from a date later than the date on which the said rules come into force, then the Corporation may, by order, permit such 
employee to be governed by the said rule with effect from the said date; 

Provided further that no arrears/rocovery for the period from the 1st day of July, 1996 to the date so chosen shall be 
payable to/made from such employee. 

2. In nile 4 of the said rules, after sub-rulc (4) the following sub-rules shall be insertdi, namely :— 

"(5) In addition to the scales of pay specified in sub-rule (1), with effect from the 1st day of July, 1996, every 

Class- in employee shall receive a Special Allowance to the extent specified below, namely :—

(6) The special allowance as specified in sub-rule (5) shall not be treated as part of the basic pay but 
shall count for the purpose of calculation of Dearness Allowance referred to in rule 8, House Rent Allowance 
referred to in Rule 9, City Compensatory Allowance referred to in Rule 10, payment in lieu of Bonus referred to 
in rule 13, Provident Fund referred to in Rule 18, Gratuity referred to in Rule 19 of the said Rules, Pension 
payable under Life Insurance Corporation of India (Employees) Pension Rules. 1995 and Encashment of privi¬ 
lege leave. 
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3. In rule 6 of the said rules, after sub-rule (3) the following sub-mles shall be inserted, namely;— 

"(4) In addition to the scales of pay specified in sub-rule 1 with effect from the 1st day of July, 1996, every 
Class-IV employee shall receive a Special Allowance to the extent specified below, namely ;—

4, In rule 19-E of the said rules, on and from 1 st day of July, 1996, for the words “rupees one hundred per 
month” the words “rupees fifty per rhonth”, shall be substituted.
